Acknowledgments 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of the amendment filed 4/2 1 /04. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wanner (US 3,797,598 A) and in further view of Pensa (US 3,529,687 A). 

With respect to claims 1, 2, and 4, Wanner discloses a crawler-type vehicle 1 1 
comprising left and right hydraulic motors 21, a pump (not shown, but conventional), 
hydraulic piping 22,33, a vehicle body frame 13, left and right track frames 19 for 
supporting left and right track assemblies 14, and a rear cross member 15 connecting 
said track frames, wherein said motors are exterior to said pump and said piping 
extends from the inside of the frame to the outside track frames, as shown in figures 1 
and 2. Wanner does not disclose the hydraulic piping as extending through the rear 
wall. Pensa does disclose a crawler-type vehicle comprising a rear wall 3 with 
apertures (not numbered) for the passing of hydraulic motor components. It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have 
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provided rear cross member of the crawler vehicle of Wanner with the rear wall and 
apertures of Pensa in order to pass the piping through the rear wall while still protecting 
the pump inside of the frame. 

With respect to claims 3, all the limitations have been addressed in the rejection 
of claim 1 except for the cover structure. Wanner discloses a cover (or guard) 10 for 
protecting the piping structure as it extends from the rear cross member to the motors, 
as shown in figure 2. 

With respect to claim 5, Wanner discloses extensions 19 (integral with the track 
frames) extending from the rear cross member 15 (where the rear wall of Pensa is 
located) for supporting the track motors, as shown in figure 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The indicated allowability of claim 3 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Wanner and Pensa. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) 
follow. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Shoup, Fukushima et al., Jennen, Eftefield, and Kamikawa all 
disclose frames of interest.
